Firemen stress caution 
to prevent grass fires 


The 40 volunteer firemen of Georgetown 
handled 26 grass fires out of a total 36 lire runs 
made this year. 
The figures compare to only eight grass fires 
handled during January, 1975. 
FIRE MARSHAL Curtis Anderson attributes 
the increased number of fires not only to the 
current drought, but to the hard freeze which 
last year killed tall grass in the area. 
Since the scanty 1.76-inch rains of December, 
less than .4 inches of rain have fallen in 
Georgetown January 20 saw .05 inches and 
January 25 brought another .28 welcome inches 
of rain, but in February only .04 inches of rain 
have been recorded, all on February 5. 
In addition to the tall, dry grasses so suscepti­ 
ble to flame, however, Anderson says, 
“Carelessness in burning stuff is a big problem. 
Ad a little wind and it doesn’t take very long..

YET THE TOTALS are, as volunteer fireman 
and Chamber of Commerce manager Gene Mar- 
tmka says, “up over last year quite a bit.” 
“January was probably worse than any month 
we had in ’75,” volunteer Leslie Bunte adds. 


ANDERSON ADVOCATES citizen awareness 
to help reduce the number of grass fires ex­ 
perienced during the dry weather. 
Many rural residents burn their trash in an 
open area near their homes, he says. “The most 
important thing is to keep the fire in the con­ 
tainer.” 
Anderson advises putting mesh wire on top of 
the container used for burning trash, to keep 
sparks from starting a grass fire. “Or wet the 
ground outside the container, or clean it off — at 
least till we get moisture,” Anderson advises. 
“The main thing is just be careful.”

Canadians fence off TV violence

A Conservative provincial government is 
promising to bring the troublesome ques­ 
tion of media violence to heel. 
Set up conjointly with a study of hockey 
violence last fall before the government of 
Premier William Davis narrowly won re­ 
election, the Ontario Royal Commission on 
Violence in the Communications Industry 
is focusing on TV blood and thunder 
The commission accepts the existence of 
an undesirable link between television 
violence end real crime. Already research­ 
ers have assembled nearly 2,500 studies of 
the

relationship 
from 
throughout the world. The commission has 
held IO hearings; it Dlans 30 m ore 
It hak 


received IOO formal briefs in its short term 
of office. 
The public has been enthusiastic about 
the commission's work, both in participat­ 
ing and in supporting the call for controls. 
Commissioners have been warning the 
media that public support for some form of 
censorship is growing 
A typical complaint is concern over U.S. 
networks shipping to Canada violent chil­ 
dren’s cartoons that they have dropped 
from their own programming schedules. 
Commission chairwoman Judy LaMarsh, 
who is a broadcast journalist, law profes­ 
sor, and former federal Cabinet minister 
responsible for broadcasting, points to

This is not to say that the commission’s 
attention is riveted on the U.S. or solely on 
television. Miss LaMarsh is concerned by 
the lack of input from communications 
industry executives. She says her group is 
prepared to subpoena newspaper publish­ 
ers, television producers, and film dis­ 
tributors if they do not volunteer their 
expert testimony. 
Briefs and submissions have come in 
from across the country, indicating, per­ 
haps, frustration with a lack of interest 
from other governments — both provincial 
and federal. In Ottawa, federal politicians 
are prone to devote more time to dis­ 
cussions of the language used on the CBG 
than to the impact of celluloid murder and 
mayhem on society. 
The nationally owned Canadian Broad­ 
casting Corporation (CBG) took some 
tentative steps toward self-control — like 
striking the Cannon series from its lineup 


ming is produced in Canada, and the home­ 
grown material is generally tamer than the 
imports. 
The privately owned CTV network and a 
small regional hookup in Ontario have been 
slower to respond. They rely on pre­ 
packaged and frequently more gory U.S.

By PATRICK CONWAY 
AUSTIN — Solar heating is 
today a commercial reality and 
it is the number one answer to 
America’s fuel needs in this 
century. 
That is the scientific opinion 
of a man who has lived in a 
solar heated home for 18 years 
and is this year’s recipient of 
the prestigious $25,000 Lyndon 
B Johnson Foundation Award. 
Dr. George O. G. Lof of 
Colorado State 
U niversity 
predicts that residents of oil 
and gas rich Texas will soon 
join their neighbors in other 
states in turning to the sun for 
residential heat. 
In 25 years. Lof said, the 
manufacture and installation of 
solar heating equipment will be 
a multi-billion dollar industry 
Lof said approximately 200 
buildings around the nation now 
have solar heating systems, but 
by the end of the year he ex­ 
pects more than 1,000 to be 
heated by the sun 
And each year that number 
will expand, he said, until the 
heat supplied by several million 
solar heating systems will then 
rep lace a hundred m illion 
barrels of imported oil worth 
more than $1 billion. 
Lof says of the many possible 
uses for solar energy, the 
heating of buildings and water 
is the most advanced and the 
most competitive with fuels. 
“ Until recently, the deterrent 
to the use of solar heating has 
been the high cost relative to 
the price of domestic fuels,” 
Lof said. “ Although operating 
costs of a solar system are 
negligible, the amortization of a 
$5,000 added investment in a 
typical house is a sizeable an­ 
nual expense, nominally about 
$500 a year.” 
With recent gas heating costs 
in the $200 to $300 annual range. 


there has been ne incentive to 
use solar heat, Lof said. But 
with annual heating costs now 
approaching $500, and in elec­ 
trically heated homes $1,000 to 
$2,000 in many localities, the 
savings of three-fourths of 
these costs is becoming very at­ 
tractive. 
The results of such economic 
studies have stim ulated several 
m anufacturers to enter the 
commercial m arket for solar 
heating equipment. 
P r a c t i c a l s y s te m s a r e 
available which require the use 
of glass-covered panels on part 
of the roof and a sm all space for 
overnight heat storage. An aux­ 
iliary heater supplies warmth 
when n ecessary — usually 
about one-fourth the annual de­ 
mand for space heat and hot 
water. 
Lof believes the generation of 
electricity from solar radiation 
is another prospect, and while 
there are technically workable 
systems, their costs are so high 
that solar electricity cannot 
com pete with conventional 
sources until the costs of oil, 
coa 
and uranium increase 
greatly. 
Solar electricity therefore 
cannot have an early mtpact on 
America s oil imports, only the 
vigorous development and 
application of solar heatina of 
buildings can have a major 
effect on America's fuel needs 
in this century,” Lof said 
“ It is therefore in the nation s 
best interests that funds needed 
for a massive program of solar 
heating and cooling develop­ 
ment and dem onstration be 
used for these purposes and not 
prematurely diverted to very 
c o stly , 
sp e c u la tiv e , 
and 
econom ically 
questionable 
solar power projects having lit­ 
tle prospect for use in this cen­ 
tury.” Lof said

More Iranian Oil? 


WASHINGTON - The Shah 
of ban is putting the squeeze on 
the United States. His oil sales 
have dropped more than 1.5 
million barrels a day. This is 
costing him around $4 billion a 
year in revenues that he had an­ 
ticipated but isn't getting. 
So the Shah is upset He has 
brought quiet diplomatic pres­ 
sure on the State Department to 
compel U.S. oil companies to 
market more Iranian oil Other­ 
wise, he has threatened to cut 
back his purchases of U.S. mili­ 
tary equipment and nuclear 
reactors. 
It is doubtful that the State 
Department can force the oil 
companies to produce* more Ira­ 
nian oil that they cannot sell. 
The salt*s have fallen off 
b e c a u s e of c o n s e rv a tio n 
m easures and mild weather. 
However, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger has always 
tried to appease the Shah 
Kissinger wants to encourage 
American companies, therefore, 
to market more Iranian oil. 
But his colleague in the 
cabinet. Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury W illiam Sim on, would 
rather encourage Am erican 
companies to reduce their Ira­ 
nian production This would 
give the United States more 
b arg ain in g pow er, he has 


argued privately, to force the 
Shah to reduce oil prices. 
Im ported Labor: Thousands 
ol faceless men and women and 
their anonymous children cons­ 
tantly move with the harvests, 
stopping only long enough to pick 
a crop and to earn enough to sub­ 
sist until the next stop. They are 
the migrant farm laborers, who 
help make America the best-fed 
nation in history. Yet they them­ 
selves are often undernourished. 
At least 4,000 of these pickers, 
according to a Florida man­ 
power survey, were eager to 
work in the fruit orchards of the 
East Coast last fall. They desper­ 
ately needed the money. 
But V irginia apple growers 
.somehow persuaded the Labor 
Department to let them bring 
foreign fruit pickers into their 
orchards. The Virginia growers 
imported 978 Jamaican workers 
to pick their apple crop This 
may have saved them a little 
money, but it deprived hongrv 
American migrant workers of 
jobs 
Why would the Labor Depart­ 
m ent d is c rim in a te a g a in st 
American workers? We can only 
point out an interesting coinci­ 
dence One of Virginia s largest 
apple gl owers happens to be the 
powerful Senator Harry B>rd 
We have determined that the 
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R F. Byrd orchards hired 180 
Jam aicans to pick their 1975 
crop. 
A spokesman told us that the 
Senator s brothers make all the 
business decisions. But whatever 
the circumstances, the Labor 
Department chose to be kind to 
the Senator rather than to the 
jobless migrant workers. 
S k y S p i c s: 
S e c re t in ­ 
telligence reports claim that the 
S o viets a re using Cuban 
airstrips to spy on U.S. naval 
movements. The latest report 
states that two huge Soviet tur­ 
boprops landed in Havana on 
January 23. Along the way, the 
planes conducted surveillance of 
our East Coast. 
This was the 22nd time since 
April, 1970, that Soviet military 
planes have flow n to Cuba. Each 
time, they have engaged in 
aerial spying They photograph 
U.S. Navy ships in ports in 
Virginia 
South Carolina, 
Georgia and Florida. From 
Cuba, the Soviet planes also fly 
reconnaissance missions into the 
south Atlantic. 
Invariably, the Soviet planes 
are picked up on U.S. radar. U.S. 
interceptors rush up to meet 
them and often fly alongside 
them, snapping pictures Some­ 
times. the pilots exchange sig­ 
nals. 
These Soviet flights, of course, 
demonstrate that Cuba can bt* 
used as a military base. There is 
no evidence, however, that the 
Soviets have constructed per­ 
m anent military facilities in 
Cuba 
Poor L ittle Rich Lady: Im 
elda Marcos, First Lady of the 
Philippines, was named by Cos- 
m o p o l i t a n m a g a z i n e last 
December as one of the ten 
richest women in the world. This 
is quite an achievement for a 


working girl who was a bank 
receptionist only a few years ago. 
Then she married Ferdinand 
Marcos, and he became Presi­ 
dent of the Philippines. 
Their sudden rise to riches, 
however, is not a story they want 
to advertise in the Philippines. 
They didn’t want to censor Cos­ 
mopolitan magazine. That would 
only have attracted attention to 
the story and would have led to 
bad publicity. 
So the Marcoses quietly ar­ 
ranged with their rich friends to 
buy up all the copies of Cos­ 
mopolitan as fast as they hit the 
Philippines newsstands. Thus, 
the magazine disappeared from 
the newsstands overnight -- 
before they could reach the peo­ 
ple in the streets. 
Crime War Cutback: In the 
early 1960s, the late Attorney 
General Robert Kennedy turned 
the Justice Department’s big 
guns against organized crime. 
But lately, the investigation of 
organized crime has been lag­ 
ging. 
The number of days spent in 
the field by organized crime in­ 
vestigators, according to our 
sources, has been cut in half. And 
the number of court briefs filed 
by government lawyers in 
organized crime cases has been 
cut considerably. 
Now*, we have learned, the 
Justice Department is secretly 
preparing to eliminate the 
special strike forces which were 
established to fight organized 
crime. Their work will be turned 
over to the local U.S. Attorneys. 
Many Justice Department offi­ 
cials disagree with the proposed 
policy. They fear it will further 
weaken the government’s battle 
against the crime syndicate. 
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It is not an election year for David Boren so this evaluation 
of his fledgling administration as governor of Oklahoma has 
no partisan overtones. 
Most politicians seek election with promises of fiscal 
frugality which, when elected, they soon forget. 
IT S REFRESHING — midst so many examples of m is­ 
management of public money — to discover Oklahoma. 
Private enterprise has made our nation the powerhouse of 
this planet, yet we are gradually backsliding toward govern­ 
ment snoopervision of everything. 
Approximately half of all the new jobs created in the 
United States these past IO years were government jobs. 
Government spending will soon consume 60% of our total 
GNP. 
Our n atio n ’s youngest governor, David Boren of 
Oklahoma, 34, has impressive credentials. Son of a con­ 
gressman, honors graduate of Yale, Phi Beta Kappa, Rhodes 
scholar with a m aster’s degree in government from Oxford 
— with honors. 
At Oklahoma University Law School he was the outstan­ 
ding graduate in his class. 
So - a Republican state elected this Democrat governor 
with the biggest turnout in that state’s history. 
What happens when academic theory confronts political 
reality? 
SO FAR, SO GOOD. 
During 12 years before Boren, Oklahoma’s state payroll 
had grown from 27,000 persons to 42,000. 
This year, for the first year ever, state employment is 
down. 
This year, for the first year, a limit on new hirings has 
been written into all appropriations bills. 
This year, Oklahoma has reduced the number of welfare 
recipients by 9,000. 
Whereas IO of our 50 states are taking a bath in red ink, 
Oklahoma s constitution — reinforced last summer by a 72% 
m ajority vote — forbids spending beyond income. 
Oklahoma, in this one year, has established a savings ac­ 
count of $20 million, paid off $30 million in bonds, early and 
reduced income taxes for the first time in 27 years 
Oklahoma expects a remaining $80 million in bonds to be 
paid off and the state totally debt-free within three years. 
Such administration encounters monumental frustrations 
FEDERAL GOVERNMENT, which should be encouraging 
and emulating this example of fiscal responsibility, tends in­ 
stead to fetter it. 
Oklahoma’s facilities for caring for the mentally retarded 
have received national recognition awards, but Washington 
says they do not m eet “government specifications.” 
Washington says half of Oklahoma's rural hospitals will be 
shut down unless half their doctors give their total time to 
evaluating how the other half are doing their job. 
So far. with waivers and promises of waivers, Oklahoma is 
keeping Washington’s professional worriers at bay— while 
an uncommon young governor shows us all the way to 
restore solvency to the. system.

A creage applications have 
varied from as little as 25 acres 
all the way to 510 acres on one 
application. Up to this point, 
the majority of the acreage 
applications have been for cot­ 
ton. There have been, however, 
substantial applications for 
grain sorghum. 
T he P e s t M a n a g e m e n t 
Program is designed to provide 
the cotton or grain producer 
with the insect inform ation 
necessary to make insecticide 
application decisions. This 
program allows the farm er to 
carefully monitor the insect 
situation in each field on his 
farm. Scouting reports will in­ 
clude inform ation such as 
number of thrips, aphids, spider 
mites, cutworms, armyworms, 
b o llw o rm la rv a e , 
c o tto n 
fleahoppers, boll weevils, and 
beneficial insects in each field. 
In addition, plant fruiting data 
such as average number of 
squares, bolls, white blooms 
and red blooms will be provid­ 
ed. This inform ation is in­ 


valuable in making insecticide 
treatm ent applications. 
It is not too late to pick up an 
application at the County Ex­ 
tension Office in Georgetown or 
Cameron. All producers are 
reminded that applications must 
be in by February 20th.

Court finalizes 118 
cases during January 


With 268 criminal cases pen­ 
ding in Williamson County 
Court at the beginning of the 
year, 118 dispositions and 109 
added cases slightly lowered 
the total to 259 criminal court 
cases pending at the end of 
January. 
The 118 criminal dispositions 
in January compares to 62 
criminal cases disposed of last 
January and 59 dispositions 
made last month. 
OF THE 98 cases disposed of 
through pleas of guilty of nolo 
contendere, 54 were made in 
D W I 
(d riv in g w h ile in ­ 
to x ica te d ) 
cases, 
IO in 
worthless check cases, 19 in­ 
volving possession of mari­ 
juana and 15 in other criminal 
cases. 
County Judge C. L. Chance 
disposed of 5 cases through fin­ 
dings of not guilty: I DWI and 2 
each worthless check and 
m arijuana cases. Another 
criminal case was disposed of 
when the jury decision was ‘‘not 
guilty.” 
The 14 dismissals included 3 
each DWI and worthless check 
cases, 2 marijuana and 6 other 
criminal cases. 
DWI CHARGES comprised 
nearly half the 109 criminal 
cases added to county court 
dockets during the month of 
January. Fifty-three DWI, 19 
worthless check, 13 marijuana 
and 20 other criminal cases 
were filed in January, with an 
additional 4 other criminal 
cases added on appeals from 
lower courts. 
IN THE CIVIL AREN A 22 
new cases were added to raise 
the total of 118 civil suits pen­ 
ding January I up to 127 cases 
pending at the end of January. 
The additions included 4 debt 
suits and 18 other civil suits fil­ 


ed during January. 
Dispositions for the month in­ 
cluded 8 through default or 
agreed judgments: 2 in auto 
damages/personal injury suits 
and 6 in other civil suits.

New financial stability peps up stock market 


By David R. Francis 
Boston 
It is no wonder the stock market in the 
United States has gotten so excited. The 
economic picture on both sides of the 
Atlantic is beginning to look healthier. 
Confidence is returning. 


“Things that matter a great deal are 
beginning to stabilize,” notes Eugene 
Bimbaum, top economist of First Na­ 
tional Bank of Chicago. 
Economic scene 


Mr. Birnbaum was referring to a new 
steadiness in the major financial markets, 
the “life blood” of the capitalistic system. 


For example, the relationship of the 
U.S. dollar and the West German mark 
has been on an even keel for some months 
now. It had been fluctuating on the 
foreign exchange markets for more than 
two years, going through seven up-and- 
down cycles. 
In Mr. Bimbaurn’s view, that new 
stability is important. The dollar bloc (the 
Americas and Japan) and the Deutsche 
mark bloc (most af Western Europe) play 
a dominant role in the world economy. 
The dollar is vital in finance. The mark is 
crucial in trade. 


For the first time, Mr. Bimbaum con­ 
tinued, interest rates have gone down in 


the United States without prompting 
weakness of the dollar against the 
Deutsche mark. That is an indication of 
the better performance of the U.S. econ­ 
omy. 
‘‘Tile two currencies should hang to­ 
gether,” Mr. Bimbaum puns, “or we will 
all hang separately.” 


Another major factor cheering up Wall 
Street has been the signs of moderation in 
the U.S. economic recovery That may 
mean only a slow decline in the unem­ 
ployment rate But that doesn’t bother 
the financial community much. 


Wall Street’s greatest worry has been 
the possibility of a rebirth of extreme 
inflation through excessive stimulation 
by the government. Now the financial 
community figures Congress and the 
administration will not overdo it. 
For one thing, President Ford’s effort 
to hold down federal expenditures is 
generally welcome. Wall Street observers 
doubt that Congress actually will keep 
spending down to $394 billion. But a little 
extra may not be all that bad, they 
reckon. 


Easily as important, the Federal Sys­ 
tem continues to pledge itself to a 
“moderate” expansion of money and 
credit. Arthur F. Bums, Fed chairman, 
last week told the House Appropriations 
Committee that the central bank has “not 
the slightest intention of throwing caution

to the winds and rekindling inflation” in 


Abroad, too, central bankers are show­ 
ing some restraint on the printing of 
money (see accompanying table), if in­ 
flation rates are taken into account. The 
sharp decline in real money growth that 
occurred in 1974 and prompted the world­ 
wide recession has been reversed by now, 
bringing about the recovery. 
One danger spot, surprisingly, is West 
Germany where the money supply has 
been allowed to grow relatively rapidly. 
First National City Bank of New York 
predicts in its “Money International” 
letter that as a result: 


I. The German recovery this year will 


grow at a vigorous 6 percent in real 
terms. 


2. 
German inflation will turn up later 
this year or in 1977. 


3. The Deutsche mark will weaken 
against the dollar this year, perhaps 
slipping to the neighborhood of 2.70-to- 
2.75 DM per dollar by the fourth quarter. 
It has been running currently around 
2.60. 
If that forecast comes true, the U.S. 
may once more become an economic rock 
of stability in the world. Inflation in this 
country is still declining with no signs yet 
of a reversal. The recovery is proceeding 
at a reasonable rate. Output increased at 
an annual rate of 5.4 percent in the last 
three months of 1975. The government’s 
index of leading economic indicatprs last 
week suggested a continued but moderate 
advance in economic growth. Fears that 
the huge U.S. Treasury needs to finance 
the large government deficits would 
“crowd out” private demands in the 
capital market have not materialized. 
These factors help explain why busi­ 
nessmen have showed a strong rebound in 
confidence, according to Dun St Brads!- 
reefs latest quarterly survey of their 
expectations. They are anticipating a 
good quarter in sales, profits, new orders, 
and employment. 
All that is why the stock market has 
pepped up.

Congress must decide: will It give B-1 program enough gas to get off ground? 
Air Force B-1 bomber faces 
tough takeoff in Congress

Congress is now face to face with one of its 
toughest military decisions: whether to fi­ 
nance a fleet of 244 B-1 manned bombers, at an 
ultimate co* to taxpayers of more than $20 
billion. 
• 'Atnew Brookings Institution study, released 
Feb. 9, argues that the B l program should be 
scrapped in favor of a “standoff bomber 
force” of planes equipped with long range, 
cruise missiles able to penetrate enemy 
territory. 
President Ford, in his new fiscal year, 1977, 
defense budget, is asking lawmakers for $1 
billion for first^tage development of the 
aircraft. A final administration decision on the 
B l, built by Rockwell International, is sched­ 
uled for November, 1976 
Liberal Democratic lawmakers, including 
Les Aspin of Wisconsin and Thomas Downey of 
New \ ork, both on the House Armed Services 
Committee, say they will seek to have the B l 
program terminated. 
For the Air Force, the manned bomber, as 
with the aircraft carrier for the Navy, and the 
tank for the Army, represents perhaps the 
"cornerstone” of military operations The Air 
Force insists that, not only does the United 
States desperately need a replacement for its 
aging fleet of 400 Boeing B-52 nuclear 


equipped bombers, but needs manned bomb­ 
ers that can be recalled from a bombing 
target, if necessary 


The Brookings study, prepared by two 
former Defense Department officials, argues 
that a full-scale B l program would be an 
inefficient way to update America’s strategic 
bomber force. Rather, the report argues that a 
more economical approach would be to equip 
wide-bodied jets, such as the Boeing-747 or 
Lockheed C-5A, with cruise missiles, and have 
them fly near "enemy” country in a "stand­ 
off” position. 
Such a program would save $10 billion to $20 
billion over the next IO years, the report 
concludes. 
It also challenges current Air Force con­ 
tentions that a new bomber is needed now. The 
present nuclear bomber force will be struc­ 
turally sound well into the 1990s, the study 
says. 
In making their case, Air Force officials say 
the B l will be able to fly at subsonic speed into 
enemy air territory at particularly low alti­ 
tudes, thus evading enemy air-defense sys­ 
tems. 


The bomber would carry 24 SRAM air-to- 
ground missiles, and — although smaller than 
a B-52 — could carry a larger bomb load. It 
would be equipped with the latest electronic 
equipment, yet could take off from smaller 
runways

Star-spangled knickknacks 
threaten bicentennial

Tacky 
commercialism 
is stealing 
the 
spotlight on America’s 200th birthday, and 
government is powerless to stop it, says U.S. 
bicentennial chief John W. Warner. 
"Commercialism could be the Achilles heel 
that brings down the bicentennial, says Mr. 
Warner, head of the American Revolution 
Bicentennial Administration (ARBA). 
A flood of star-spangled knickknacks are 
being sold to Americans on the eve of the 
nation’s anniversary - plastic liberty bells 
made in Japan; "Spirit of 76" medals; and 
red, white, and blue teddy bears which chant 
the Declaration of Independence. 
The issue of commercialism worries Mr. 
Warner, who says the problem shows how 
America’s free-enterprise system works. 


"We’re called on to stop it, but the govern­ 
ment can’t stop merchants from selling tacky 
items off their shelves,” Mr. Warner said in a 
recent interview "If this is the life-style of 
America, then the government should not 
change it." 
Instead, the ARBA, created by Congress in 
1973 to organize the nation’s celebration, has 
stamped its official logo on 102 "tasteful” 
memorabilia, such as an $85 Paul Revere 
lantern, and a less-expensive tri-comer hat. 
President Ford Monday (Feb. 2) viewed a 
display of memorabilia made by American 
craftsmen for the bicentennial. Exhibited in 
Washington, the items range from crocheted 
flags to a carved Winchester rifle — all 
showing a "wholesome interest” by Amer­ 
icans in the historic celebrations, it was said. 
Almost $l million from royalties on sales of 
the bicentennial items — along with $9.5 
million appropriated by Congress - is being 
channeled into 35,000 programs and events in 
8,500 U.S. communities, touching at least 90 
percent of the American population, said Mr. 
Warner in an interview. 
The bicentennial is the most massive 
volunteer network since World War II,” the 
ARBA administrator said. 
Local projects, such as restoration of old 
buildings, re-enactments of historic events, 


and even construction ut new sewers, com­ 
prise a "marvelous mosaic” of ways to 
celebrate the nation’s birthday, Mr. Warner 
points out. Meanwhile, some 30 to 40 major 
corporations are donating money to hold 
larger national programs. 
“This bicentennial will be in Hometown, 
U S A.,” Mr Warner adds. "Those Americans 
sitting back and waiting for the heavens to 
open with one bicentennial spectacle will be 
disappointed.” 
Several groups, however, such as the Boy 
Scouts and radio disc jockeys, show an active 
interest in a linking of hands to form a human 
chain from coast to coast on July 4,1976. 
For American families, Mr. Warner sug­ 
gests a four-day celebration over the Fourth of 
July weekend: 
First day — recall the revolution’s historic 
message, perhaps by reading the Declaration 
of Independence together. 
Second day — take a new look at America’s 
strong religious heritage, since the Fourth 
falls on a Sunday in 1976. 
Third day - celebrate, with frivolity and 
fireworks, as so ordered by Founding Father 
John Adams in a letter to his wife, Abigail 
upon signing the Declaration of Indeoen- 
dence. 
Fourth day - look at America’s future and 
how to make it better.
